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DECLARATION OF JAMES WALKER 



James Walker hereby states the following: 

1 . I am an engineer employed by Eaton Corporation. 

2. A prototype truck having a transmission made in accordance with the transmission 
disclosed in a patent application entitled "Range Control Method for Lever Shifted 
Compound Transmission" was demonstrated in approximately Spring of 2000 to a 
representative of Isuzu Motors Ltd. of Japan. 

3. No Confidentiality Agreement was in place between Isuzu and Eaton Corporation at 
the time of the demonstration, but no details relating to the method of controlling the 
transmission were disclosed to the representative of Isuzu Motors Ltd. 

4. The Isuzu representative evaluated the functionality of the prototype vehicle. 

5. The purpose of the test was to obtain feedback from the Isuzu representative as to 
the suitability of the vehicle functionality for the Asian market. 

6. The evaluation was perfonmed at an Eaton location, but the truck may have been 
driven briefly on public roads. 

7. Eaton Corporation retained full control of the vehicle. 

8. The length of the test period was relatively short lasting several hours at most. 

9. No payment was made by either party in conjunction with the demonstration. 

10. No offer for sale or sales order was solicited from the Isuzu representative by the 
Eaton representative.

2. I was involved in the development of a first prototype completed on April 
5, 2000 in Detroit, Michigan. 

3. The concept was disclosed to Renault VI SA in connection with an Eaton 
Corporation and Renault VI SA heavy-duty transmission convergence program. 

4. Information disclosed by the parties to each other is subject to a 
Confidentiality Agreement having an effective date of May 1 , 2000 (copy attached). In June, 2000 
the prototype truck was demonstrated for Renault VI SA under the Confidentiality Agreement. 

5 . The demonstration was for product development purposes and questionnaires 
were completed regarding performance of the demonstration truck.
